SENATOR CUDABACK: We're back to discussion of advancement of
LB 689 to E & R Initial. Open for discussion. Seeing nobody
wishing to discuss the advancement, Senator Raikes, you're...or,
Senator Stuhr, rather, you're recognized to close.

SENATOR STUHR: Thank you, Mr. President and members of the
body. I appreciate the discussion that we have had this
afternoon. And I want to just remind you that there are no
dollars in this bill. What this bill does is allow for the
Distance Education Enhancement Task Force. And it will be
challenged to look at the most effective and efficient ways that
we can bring technology together for delivering the distance
education opportunities across the state. And the task force
will be made up of various individuals from primarily the
K through 12, but also higher education, also some industry
pecple. So I think it's a wide representation of people, to
look at how we can best deliver distance education learning in
Nebraska. Thank you.
